courthouse, now under construction on 
the old Gnrlancl High School site, is 
n filling tribute to one of the five 
original counties of Arkansas, for 
HcVrfpstead was n county in 1818, eigh- 
teen years before the creation of the 
state. 


The new building marks two events: 


The removal of the county-seat from 
Washington, oldest county-scat town 
in Arkansas; and the development of a 
now district of activity in Ward Two 
of the City of Hope, where the build- 
ing is located. 


A Five-Story Building 


Hempstead's new courthouse and jail 


will be the equivalent of a five-story 
building, constructed of brick, with 
stone trim, 
.;Tho first two floors will be devoted 
to office space; on top of them will be 
a two-story courtroom; and on the roof 


• the jail. 


for nil the auxiliary activities of the

The second floor will house the of- 


fices of the constitutional officials: 
County judge, sheriff, circuit and coun- 
ty clerks, treasurer, and tax assessor. 


The two-story courtroom, occupying 


the third and fourth floors, will have 
an auditorium with windows on one 
side and one end, the other side and 
end being devoted to rooms for juries, 
attorneys, witnesses, library, and rest- 
roo'm's. 


At the top of the building the jail 


will provide living quarters for the 
jailer and the usual cell-block for 
prisoners. 


The new court building was design- 


ed by McAninch 
&Anderson, arch- 


tccls of Little Rock, who are super- 
vising construction under authority of 
County Judge Frank Rider and the 
Courthouse Building 'Commission, R 
M, LaGronc, Sr., and Lloyd Spencer, 
of Hope, and H. M. Stephens of Blevins. 


A 1'WA Project 


The building is a joint project ol 


Hempstead county and the federal 
Public 
Works Administration, the 


county paying 55 per cent, or $110,000 
and the federal government giving 45 
per cent, or $90,000 outright. In addi- 
tion, the PWA is purchasing the coun- 
ty bond issue at par. 


On June 11, 1938, the qualified elec- 


tors of Hempsteud voted to move the 
county-scat from Washington to Hope 


Washington contested the result o 


the election in a circuit court action 
running from August 18 to Soptembei 
!l, on which latter date Circuit Judge 
Dextur Bush upheld Hope as the new 
county-seat. 


C'n November 8, the dale of the gen- 


eral election, the Hempslead electors 
voted to authorize the Quorum Court 
to construct a new courthouse and is- 
sue bonds for the county's share of 
the cost. 


November 19 the federal Public 


Works Aci'ntinistration approved the 
courthouse project. 


First Contract Dec, 14 


The first of five contracts for con- 


struction was let December 14—for the 
sinking of steel piling on which the 
foundation will be built. The piling 
contract was obtained by J. C. Neal, 
of Hermitage, for $9,787.50, and he start- 
ed work December 15. 


On December 21 the Hempstead 


Quorum Court went through the for- 
mality of levying a IVa-mill tax to 
finance the county's $110,000 share of 
the construction cost. This tax is esti- 
mated to retire the county's debt in 
from 25 to 30 years. . . . The old court- 
house, at Washington, constructed hi 
1874, is 65 years old. 


Last Thursday, February 16, the sec- 


ond of the five contracts was let—for 
construction of the main foundation 
up to the first-floor level. This con- 
tract was bid in by DeLaughter, Park- 
er & McDanicl, of Prescott, for $7,- 
983.33.

"Illigitmacy" Is Subject of Widely Definition....Ten- 


dency Is Toward Liberalism 


Recently a lady wrote me a letter 


that took exception to the term "iUe- 
gitfnYate child." She said that it was 
not the child who is illegitimate, but 
the parents. 


Which is true indeed. But in my 


answer to her I explained.that writers 
could not coin a new word until the 
courts did so first. Because, under the 
law, achild born out of wedlock does 
not have the civil status of the legiti- 
mate child. Thus it is called "illegiti- 
mate" until further process of law re- 
instates it. 


Naturally we think of offspring born 


without benefit of clergy, or of civil 
magistrates, as being the only ones af- 
fected by the term "Illegitimate." But 
since reading through a volume of 
"American Jurisprudence" I am over- 
whelmed by the maze of complications 
that may place a child in this' category. 
All states do not agree in their statutes. 
In some of the'm' the 'annulled" mar- 
riage casts its shadow on the child, 
and conflicting divorce laws among the 
states may place a child in the illegiti- 
mate class. 


However, there is this to say. Every- 


thing legally possible is done to bene- 
fit the child. In cases of bigamy, the 
intention of the contracting parties, 
and their ignorance of the existence of 
a former spouse, may fix the child's 
status as legitimate. In the case of 
premature birth, where a child is born 
shortly after marriage, the baby is 
given tlie legal status. In such cases, 
where disputes are likely to arise or 
property settlements are impending, it 
is safest to see a lawyer and have him 
straighten it out. Indeed, it has even 
happened that a posthumous child, 
born a year after a husband's death, 
has been declared legally his, depend- 
ing, of course, on the issue at stake. 
This latter I quote only to show that 
courts go to some length to be fair to 
children. Very few of the latter type 
of suit are on record, but they have 
occurred. 


Adoption legalizes the illegiti'nYate 


child, if the proper papers are taken 
out. So does the marriage of parents 
after the child is born. That much is 
simple and plain. 


In most cases the child born out of 


wedlock is the legal heir of the moth- 
er, and Die mother inherits also from 
the child. As for the father, that brings 
up complications to be settled by litiga- 
tion. But a father, proved to be a 
child's parent outside of marrige, is 
responsible for the child's support— 
"to relieve the state in the matter of 
the chile} becoming a public charge." 


It is a matter for law and the courts. 


I cannot give even Q fair outline of 
the complex problem of illegitimacy 
hei-e. StatjJ laws differ. At best I am1 
quoting only generally and there is 


no room to qualify. 


People wonder, and so have I won- 


dered, why national government has 
not taken steps to legitimize all.chil 
dren. Now I know why. The Federal 
government cannot make "interstate" 
laws. Laws governing human rela- 
tionships, like so many others, are "in- 
Irastate" affairs, and must be made 
within the state itself. To me there is 
no difference between a legitimate and 
an illegitimate child. But the setting 
of estates, heritage, support and rights 
arc beyond any opinion of mine., They 
must be decided by the statute's on the 
books, and by the circumstances of 
birth.

Only President Really Knows 


It would be perfectly possible for a 


man to start a rumor' about himself 
simply for 'the publicity. More often, 
his friends start it. Often it is a form 
of pressure—a little campaign aimed 
at the White House 
occupant. , It 


is, of course, perfectly proper for any- j 
one who can get in to call at the White | 
House and plead the cause of a possi-1 
ble nominee. 


The whole business starts as soon as 


the vacancy occurs, and does not end 
until the vacancy is filled. Everybody 
goes around looking wise . . . but no 
one really knows anything about it 
but the President. 


Before anyone actually is nominated 


to the Supreme Court—or to any other 
place in the federal judiciary, for that 
matter—the attorney general is almost 
always consulted. 


The- consultation may be either for- 


mal or informal. That is, the Presi- 
dent may submit, say three names, and 
ask for a written report on each; or he 
may simply sit down with the attorney 
genera] and discuss his possible choices 
more or less casually. There isn't any 
set procedure. 


In the end, the President generally 


gets from the attorney general a more 
cr less dteailed report on the two or 
three men he is considering. With 
Supreme Court appointees these re- 
ports may be extremely brief; usually 
a man who rates nomination to the 
highest court is. so well known that 
not much of a check-up is needed 
With appointees to the lower courts 
it's different. The report will examine 
such a prospect's legal record, sum- 
marize a study of his legal opinions (i; 
he has been on the bench before) and 
may even go into his credit standing, 
his personal habits and so on. 


Anyhow, the President finally picks 


the man and notifes the attorney gen- 
eral to draft a commission. The com- 
mission is sent to the Se»a,te, and stays 
there until the rasa is .cpnflrmted,
